3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Neither prior art of record nor references teach a bicycle pedal for engaging a cleat of a shoe 
comprising a spindle attached to a crank arm; a housing rotating about the spindle; a spring loaded 
latch mechanism pivoting about the axis of the spindle wherein the latch mechanism includes U- 
shaped, hooked, or rectangular shaped members, and equally spaced from each other as a spring 
holds the members; and wherein the latch mechanism engages the cleat between the adjacent pairs 
of the members.
